That would help Sen. Taft. The 
backbone of Democratic strength 
is in the Cleveland area where 
as many as *200,OdO Democrats 
vote the party ticket straight. 
Out o f Wo o ds 
Sen. Taft is not out of the po­ 
litical woods but his chances are 
steadily improving. Denounced 
as he is by leaders of organ­ 
ized labor, Sen. Taft is widely re­ 
garded as the ablest man in con­ 
gress. That opinion is not alto­ 
gether restricted to persons who 
agree with him. 
The most serious 
political 
charge brought against him has 
been that he lacks vote-appeal. 
He sq ueaked through to victory 
in his 1944 senate race with a 
handful of votes to spare out of 
nearly 3,000,000 votes cast. That 
is one of the reasons the Republi­ 
cans looked elsewhere for a 
presidential nominee last year. 
Immediately after last Novem­ 
ber’s election, Sen. Taft’s pros­ 
pects were gloomy enough. But 
things are beginning to look up 
sufficiently to keep his name in 
the list when politicians here 
discuss the future of the Republi­ 
can party.

Hundreds Watch As Men

criticized 
AEC 
Chairman 
Dav id E. Lilienthal for the man­ 
ner in which the action was car­ 
ried ou t. 
“The commission did not ask 
for a law which wou ld permit 
General Electric to protect the 
cou ntry and itself b y this action, 
and 
certainly 
Mr. 
Lilienthal 
kne\fr the company was legally 
impotent,” he said. 
Peg lar said that rank and file 
memb ers of u nions hav e little op­ 
portu nity to protest ag ainst their 
leaders. 
“I hav e receiv ed hu ndreds of 
letters from rank and file mem­ 
b ers who hav e b een kicked ou t 
of their u nions, lost their iob s 
or threatened phy sically b ecau se 
they attempted to reform the 
u nions,” Peg lar said.

v erge of going ou t of b u siness. 
Unless congress acts to ex tend 
the program which pay s $20 per 
week to 39,000 Ohio u nemploy ed 
v eterans and 500*000 others in the 
nation, the pay ments will stop 
as of the ex piration date Ju ly 25 . 
Rep. Walter Hu b er (D) of Ak- 
son said today he has b een u n­ 
ab le to get ev en 100 congressmen 
to sign his petition to b ring his 
b ill to renew the program to the 
floor for a v ote. The ru les re­ 
qu ire 218 . Chairman John Ran­ 
kin of the v eterans’ committee, 
wou ld not hold a hearing on the 
b ill. 
Rep. Hu b er’s b ill wou ld ex tend 
j 
the “5 2-20 Clu b ” for two more 
y ears, b u t it wou ld not prov ide 
any money for the v eterans who 
.hav e already drawn all 5 2 of 
their checks. 
The program, a part of the war­ 
time “G.t. Bill,” offers pay ments • 
of $20 per week for as many as 
5 2 weeks, which need not b e con­ 
secu tiv e, to u nemploy ed v eter­ 
ans. 
Opponents of the ex tension say ;| 
that the aid nev er was intended 
as u nemploy ment compensation 
b u t was “readju stment aid, and 
v eterans are presu med to hav e ( 
completed their readju stment b y 
now. 
Rep. Hu b er said the pay ments 
are needed now more than ev er 
b ecau se of the increase in u nem­ 
ploy ment.

MEANWHILE THE BUREAU 
of Lab or statistics has reported 
there continu ed to b e more fa­ 
talities in ag ricu ltu ral activ ities 
than in any other major indu stry . 
And the Bu reau of Ag ricu ltu ral 
Economics (BAE) has, ju st com­ 
pleted its first major su rv ey of 
farm accident costs. Its conclu ­ 
sion: 
Non-fatal farm accidents cau sed 
farm people to lose 17,000 000 
working day s in 1948 . The cost 
for medical care, b u t not inclu d­ 
ing the lost time, was $36,000,000. 
These, rememb er, were only the 
accidents that didn’t cau se death. 
The BAE fou nd the most costly 
kind of an accident is an au to 
accident. The av erag e cost for 
medical care for these non-fatal 
accidents is $64. 
Bu t falls cau se more than in­ 
ju ries than any other accidents. 
In the sample su rv ey of 2,000 ac­ 
cidents, 476 inv olv ed falling from 
su ch things as ha y s t a c k s and 
stepladders. The av erage cost of 
each of these accidents was $45 
in medical care. Farmers lost an 
av erage of 24 day s from each 
accident. 
Machines are the nex t greatest 
hazard. They cau sed 248 of the 
2,000 “sample” accidents and they 


IN THIRD PLACE among the 
hazards of farm life come #arm 
a n i m a l s — mostly mean ones. 
Kicking horses, charg ing b u lls, 
b iting pigs and similar animals 
with u npleasant d i s pos i t i on s 
cau sed inju ries to 233 farmers. 
These accidents cost on the av er­ 
age $36 for medical care. The 
farmers lost an av erag e of 19 
day s from work. 
The men folks hav e ab ou t three 
times as many accidents as farm 
women. Most accidents inv olv e 
men from 25 to 44 y ears old. 
The sou th has the lowest ac­ 
cident rate. The BAE say s this 
prob ab ly is b ecau se there are 
fewer farm machines in the sou th 
than some other areas. 
The accident rate is slig htly 
b elow the national lev el in the 
northeast and far ab ov e the na- 


tional av erag e in the north cen­ 
tral states and west. 
The av erage medical costs also 
were lower in the sou th, arou nd
